Use Schedule 
Established 


Town Manager Richard Bowen 
issued today a directive lifting 
the water ban in Andover, but 
establishing fixed patterns for use 
to prevent a sudden and dangerous 
draw down at Haggett’s Pond, 

Plans for controlled usage have 
been under consideration by the 
manager and Water Supt, Donald 
C. Bassett since it became evident 
some weeks ago that it might be 
possible, with the addition of Fish 
Brook water, to bring the town’s 
major reservoir to near normal 
levels for this time of year, 

Unlimited use is to be permitted 
under the new regulations but the 
rules have been set up to stagger 
usage on the East and West sides 
of town, And permits will be issued 
for the filling of pools to spread 
the demand, 

The complete removal of water 
restrictions or their reimposition 
will depend upon two factors, the 
manager said - the elements and 
the water user, ‘‘Wecannot control 
the elements, but each of us is 
fully capable of exercising good 
judgment in the use of water,”* 
Bowen stated, He added: ‘*The town 
is well on its way toward solving 
permanently its periodic problem 
of water shortage and with every- 
body’s help, this will come soon,”* 

In his statement, Manager Bowen 
commented on the data which led to 
the decision to lift the year-old 
ban, The decision, he said, was

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Strange sights have confronted 
residents of Andover and sur- 


few months, 

One alarmed motorist recently 
stopped his car on Main Street in 
front of the Phillips Academy bell 
tower to come to the assistance 
of a man who was apparently about 
to commit suicide by leaping from 
the top of the tower. 

An anxious resident of Dascomb 
Road reported to the police that 
boys wearing masks had been 
dumped from a car and had then 
disappeared into the woods as the 
car sped off, 

And then several weeks ago late 
on a Saturday night, individuals 
were observed surreptitiously 
crouching in the bushes outside 
of Evans Hall on the Academy 
campus and then dashing for the 
basement entrance, 

Crime wavein Andover? Uniden= 
tified flying objects landing? 

Unfortunately for thrill seekers 
- and happily for a worried public 
- these incidents can be traced to 
a very legitimate source; the Phil- 
lips Academy Search and Rescue 
Program, a carefully supervised 
operation under the direction of 
members of the PA faculty, 

Contrary to appearances, this 
program is not training teenage 
secret agents but is rather 
educating groups of twenty lower 
and upper middlers (10th and 11th 
grade) in the techniques of map 
and compass work as wellas inthe 
more spectacular art of cliff 
rescue work, What passing 
motorists observed on the bell 
tower was a team of these boys 
lowering a supposedly injured vic- 
tim down to the ground by use of 
cliff rappeling techniques, The 
“‘victim’’ in this case was a very 
healthy and hefty mathematics in= 
structor who touched ground intact, 

The Search and Rescue Program 
was started at the Academy two 
years ago to learn how the prin=- 
ciples of the Outward Bound 
Schools might be used within the 
framework of a normal school 
year and curriculum, Outward 
Bound Inc, with national head- 
quarters at 16 School St., present= 
ly operates three summer schools, 
in Colorado, Minnesota, and Maine 
with a fourth scheduled to open 
this summer in Oregon, These 
schools offer a series of three 
and one-half week sessions which 
help young men to discover and 
develop their abilities by con= 
fronting them with the demands 
of a seemingly unfriendly physical 
environment, 

The underlying philosophy of 
Outward Bound, and therefore the 
PA Search and Rescue Program, 
is that by matching ingenuity and 
strength against the obstacles pre= 
sented by the mountains, wilder= 
ness, Or sea a boy gains an 
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understanding inward

Still To Be Decided 


What Kind Of Town Half 


(A Townsman News Feature) 
The Second of Two Articles 
Theoretically, downtown 
planners will be prepared by July 
11 to reveal upon which of four 
mid-town sites logic dictates the 
new town hall should be built. 
And theoretically, since all five 
members of the Board of Select- 
men are on the committee to 
create a five-year plan for 
municipal building, this should end 

the matter, 

It may. But then again, it may 
not, The list of potential locations 
has been narrowed for ‘‘final’ 
selections before, at least twice 
within the past year, On it now 
are the town parking lot (or the 
so-called Shaw property), the 
Lally-Farnard property over~ 
looking Elm Square, the Musgrove 
Building site (also on Elm Square) 
and the block in which the present 
Town Hall sits. 

The Planning Board is backing 
the Lally site, Selectman Robert 
Watters is strong for the parking 
lot and Chairman William Stewart, 
Selectman Sidney P. White and 
Manager Richard Bowen seem to 
be leaning toward selection of the 
Musgrove block, a move that would 
involve utilization of Post Office 
Avenue and the construction of a 
parking lot on Essex Street for TH 
employees. If Selectmen Roger 
Collins and Philip Allen have a 
current preference, they were not 
open about it last week at the first 
conference session which has 
brought politicians, administra- 
tors, a spokesman for the business 
community and municipal planners 
together for an overall look at the 
problem and significance of loca=- 
tions for not only a new townoffice 
building, but a fire station and 
police station as well. 

The way things are shaping up, 
the outcome could be a compromise 
. « » some portion of the present 
town hall block, If this is the 
answer, the first order of the day 
will likely be the fire station. So 
long as the present fire barn sits 


where it does, the construction 
possibilities in that area are 
limited, 

But locating the town hall isn’t 
the end of it, This will merely 
mean that battle lines can be drawn 
for the next big tussle, the one that 
appears to be developing over what 
style of architecture is appropriate 
for a municipal office building in 
Andover, 

There is strong sentiment here 
for creating something of a 
Colonial Williamsburg atmosphere 
in Andover without paying the price 
for that shrine’s authenticity, 
(Latest figures on the world famous 
reconstruction project show that 
some $70 million in private funds 
has been spent in discovery and 
recreation of the past in this 
historic Virginia community.) 


But there is at least some oppo= 
sition to the idea of a 20th Century 
township putting up a 19th Century 
building as its contribution to 
future history, More could develop 
if it appears that the town cannot 
manage anything better than just 
another pseudo-Colonial struc= 
ture, , 

In the end, practicality rather 
than preference may dictate the 
style. Town Manager Richard 
Bowen hinted at this last week 
when he said that none of the sites 
under consideration, with the ex- 
ception of the parking lot, contains 
enough square footage for a tradi- 
tional building, 

He said specifically: ‘‘The idea 
of a traditional building is very 
difficult in downtown Andover ex- 
cept on the Shaw property...When 
you get beyond two stories it 
becomes a strain to design a 
Colonial building . . . you almost 
have to go up.”’ 

The planning board’s Harold 
King disagreed, He said his group 
opposed the tower approach to an 
office building on the Lally site 
that an architect drew for them 
and considered it a ‘‘city man’s 
view.” ‘‘I don’t believe going up

On this Memorial Day how can we concentrate on any- 
thing other than the folly of war? How can we mourn any 
dead but those who have yet to die? 

We cannot enjoy the luxury of a purely reflective ob- 
servance. We cannot stand in the quiet of a spring-greened 
cemetery and listen to the steady cadence of drums that 
beat only for soldiers who died in the battles of half- 
forgotten wars. We cannot recoil from the shock of the 
volley, nor weep at the melancholy sound of Taps without 
thinking of the war, albeit a small war, that makes every 


day Memorial Day in Vietnam. 


United States involvement in this struggle for control 
of one corner of Southeast Asia is causing fresh debate 
and renewed concern. Should we escalate the war, ex- 
pecting that such action will force negotiations? Should 
we continue to sustain Premier Nguyen Cao Ky, with a 
view to altering his view about when and how to hold 
national elections in South Vietnam? Are we prepared (and 
should we be) to risk a free election in a country where 
there has been little indication that the majority of the 
people are sufficiently informed about the benefits of 
eitherto make a choice between Democracy and Communism? 

While some people have great confidence that they know 
precisely what America should do about Vietnam, it is 
probable that Memorial Day will stir the thinking of the 
great numbers who are not sure that we have been or are 
right in our approach to stemming the tide of international 
Communism. For them this national holiday will be astern 
reminder of the futility of wars to end all wars. 

For such men there was guidance last week in an edi- 
torial published by the Christian Science Monitor. Com- 


menting upon the position of the 
minority of the intellectual community 


small (but articulate) 
. which has 


either opposed the war outright or believed that it knew 


better than ‘Washington how to fight it... 


said: 


”’ the Monitor 


‘‘We believe that the President spoke to the point when 
he told (a) Princeton University audience that America’s 
actions in Vietnam were agonizing, not arrogant. If there 
is an American who glories in that war, we have yet to 
find him. But there are moral obligations in this world 
which cannot be shunned. One, as the President re- 
iterated, is that freedom is indivisible. No matter under 
what guise it parades, the Communist effort to force its 
authoritarian control on the people of South Vietnam is 
repugnant to all sense of decency. It must be stopped. 
And those intellectuals who support this effort to give 
others the freedom they themselves enjoy will, in the 
future, hold their heads the higher because of it.” 

It is something to ponder as we observe Memorial Day, 
that grim reminder of the futility of wars to end all wars.

Three events of the past few 
weeks have concentrated attention 
on the structure of our present 
Selective Service System, On 
Saturday, May 14 more than 
400,000 young mentook a voluntary 
exam given by the Selective 
Service, Exam grades will be one 
factor taken into consideration by 
draft boards in determining 
whether or not these young men 
will retain their student de- 
ferments, 

Secretary of Defense Robert Mc= 
Namara, speaking in Montreal on 
May 18, criticized the present 
system for drawing on ‘‘only a 
minority of our eligible young 
men’’ as an “‘inequity.”’ He pro= 
posed that young people be asked 
to give two years of service to the 
nation, whether in the military 
service or in organizations such 
as the Peace Corps, or other 
voluntary work at home or abroad, 

Meanwhile, on Capitol Hill new 
efforts were exerted to promote 
a thorough investigation of the 
present system by the House 
Armed Services Committee, 
General Lewis Hershey, Director 
of the Selective Service System 
is expected to testify before the 
Committee within the next few 
weeks, In March, I strongly urged 
a congressional review of the draft, 
Beginning this week, a group of 
my Republican colleagues and I 
will issue a series of papers in 
which we try to spell out some of 
the areas that must be considered 
in any meaningful legislative in- 
quiry. 


The Universal Military Training 
and Service Act, which authorizes 
the draft, will come up for renewal 
in June 1967, It has not been 
changed significantly since its 
passage in 1940, In these two and 
one half decades, the U, S.popula= 
tion as a whole has increased by 
26 per cent but the male population 
of draft age has increased by 95 
per cent, 

As technology has expanded, the 
requirements for our military 
services have become more spe= 
cialized, Today our armed forces 
need skilled technicians as wellas 
men on the front lines,

Sid White 
Challenges 
Mer. Bowen 


Selectman Sidney P, White and 
Manager Richard Bowen clashed 
Monday in what boiled down to an 
argument over administrative 
authority. 

The selectman demanded to know 
who had issued orders that 
information on water levels etc, 
should not be given out at the 
Haggett’s Pond pumping station, 
He said that for many years, pare 
ticularly when he was a selectman 
prior to the manager form of 
government and chairman of the 
old board of public works, he had 
enjoyed the privilege of observing 
operations at the station and com= 
paring statistics on water levels, 
pumping etc, 

Manager Bowen told White the 
**no information’® order had been 
issued by Water Supt, Donald C, 
Bassett with his approval, He said 
it was done to prevent continued 
misleading use of information 
about water conditions and was in 
keeping with a standing rule that 
information on any town depart# 
ment should come from the depart= 
ment head or the manager, 

Manager Bowen said Tuesday 
that the ruling against information 
about town business being released 
by other than department heads or 
the manager’s office stand as is, 

White complained that he had 
not found such information readily 
available, though he admitted he 
had not asked Bowen for it per= 
sonally, 

In the discussion, the selectman 
said an employee at the station 
confided he would not violate 
Bassett’s rule because he feared 
for his job, When White refused to 
reveal the name of the manhesaid 
made this statement, Bowen 
snapped ‘*‘Do you mean you believe 
a man could lose his job over a 
thing like this?’ White replied, 
‘*The employee believes it,” 

At one turn in the discussion, 
the selectman said he had always 
had full access to BPW records 
in former times, Selectman Philip 
Allen replied, ‘‘Of course you did, 
This was under another form of 
government , ,. wehaveanentirely 
new system now, . .”” Allen told 
White ‘‘you are getting involved 
in administration,’’ He added that 
the only way the manager can ad-= 
minister is to have control of the 
employees under his management, 

During the sometimes heated 
conversation, Selectman White told 
the manager he disagreed with his 
judgment on the water situation, 
The selectman has pushed for a 
lifting of the water ban since 
spring,

To Be Sold 


A new $7 federal recreation 
permit will be sold at Massachu- 
setts state forests and parks this 
season along with the state’s own 
$10 season tickets, 

Commissioner of Natural Re= 
sources Charles H, W, Foster 
says the federal permit, known as 
the ‘‘Golden Passport’’, will ad= 
mit the purchaser to 7,000 national 
parks, forests and monuments, and 
will be valid for an unlimited 
number of visits from April 1 to 
March 81, 1967, It will not be valid 
however, at Massachusetts state 
outdoor recreation areas, 

Foster said Massachusetts if 
offering the season ticket at the
